STATE ELECTRIC’ EQUIPMENT 

MAY HE GRANTED IF 8. P. IS 

GIVEN EVEN CHANCE WITH 

MOTOR TRANSPORTATION. 

The installation of electric equip¬ 
ment on tlie Southern Pacific’s main 
line down tlie peninsula from San 
Francisco, an improvement greatly 
desired by residents of all tlie cities 
between San Francisco and San Jose, 
may he realized, according to several 
officials of the railroad company. The 
railroad men made this statement at a 
meeting held Tuesday night by tlie 
newly organized Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Menlo Park. This Chamber 
includes tlie cities of Menlo Park, 
Runnymede, Atherton, and North Palo 
Alto. Tlie railroad officials qualified 
their remarks by stating tliut such an 
improvement would be possible only 
provided tlie S. P. was given an equal 
chance with the auto freight and 
transportation companies. 

Tlie speakers of the railroad com¬ 
pany included H. E. Kelly of the 
executive department; E. Shillings- 
burg, district freight and passenger 
agent, and Chief Engineer E. C. Mor¬ 
rison. Tlie gist of their talks ap¬ 
peared in tlie following words of Mr. 
Sciiilllngshui'g: 

“When the county highways are 
used by private transportation com¬ 
panies, who do not have to keep up 
their right of way, is it not unfair to 
expo t the Southern Pacific railroad 
to give you the service that you ask 
for and are entitled to? The biggest 
problem that President Harding has 
to deal with is tlie transportation 
situation. How can tlie railroads con¬ 
tinue in the face of tho competition 
from the unto and stage lines, operat¬ 
ing on publicly owned and maintained 
highways witli practically no taxa¬ 
tion? Seventy cents out of every dol¬ 
lar we make goes for taxes." 

Mr. Morrison stated that last Sun¬ 
day the Southern Pacific’s official tally 
of automobiles using the highway at 
Borosford was one car every four 
seconds. Morrison asked tlie Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce to go on record 
against tlie erection of a drawbridge 
on the Bay Shore cutoff, stating that 
trains would he delayed nineteen 
minutes every time tho bridge wus 
removed for ships and barges. 

LOWER GAS RATES MAY RESULT 
FROM CHEAPENED CRUDE OIL 

Rates for gas adjustable to the 
market price of crude oil may result 
from the hearing of tlie Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company before the Rail¬ 
road Commission Tuesday. Repre¬ 
sentatives of tiio company and attor¬ 
neys of tlie northern California muni¬ 
cipalities present at the hearing ac¬ 
cepted tlie principle of such adjust¬ 
ment, which was suggested by Presi¬ 
dent H. W. Hrundige of tlie commis¬ 
sion, but disagreed as to when it 
should he put into effect. The case 
was then taken under advisement. 

Tlie reopening of the rate case was 
for the specific purpose of determin¬ 
ing tlie effect of tlie recent reduction 
of 25 cents a tmrrel in tlie price of 
oil upon the cost of manufacturing 
gas. The Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company admitted that the decrease 
In oil cost will mean a saving for the 
company of $350,000 for the remainder 
of tlie present year if the present oil 
price continues.

THE NEW COUNTY HOSPITAL 


“Make haste slowly.” Old and trite as that advice is, The Enterprise 
offers it to the supervisors of San Mateo county in one of the most important 
matters now*before them—the building of a new county hospital. Make haste 
slowly, gentlemen, and you will, no doubt, make haste profitably. 

Monday’s meeting of the hoard, an account of which appears in another 
column of today's issue, showed plainly that there is determined opposition 
to the building of the hospital at this time. 

The keynote of the address made Monday by opponents of the measure 
was that a short delay in starting work on the building would, no doubt, 
mean a great saving to the taxpayers of the county. In that opinion this 
newspaper concurs. It is reliably reported that the delay of several months 
that has taken place since the project of building a new hospital was started 
has already saved some $80,000 in lowered building cost. What the saving 
might be in another delay of a year or even six months we can only con¬ 
jecture, but common sense tells us it would be large, perhaps more than the 
$80,000 already saved. At present the building industry is in turmoil. What 
the outcome will be no man can tell definitely, but one thing is sure, building 
costs one year from now will be much lower than they are at present. 

It was brought out at Monday's meeting that there is need of a new hos¬ 
pital. Granting this, is there such need that property owners, already stag¬ 
gering under a load of taxes that is almost confiscatory, should be called upon 
to pay $70,000 or perhaps $100,000 more than is necessary for the erecting 
and equipping of a new building: 

Figures were introduced to show that San Mateo county is at present 
paying from $200 to $300 a month to have patients taken care of in other 
places because of lack of room and facilities at the present county hospital. 
Granted that these figures are correct, they nevertheless fade into insig¬ 
nificance beside those that represent the probable saving to the county in a 
short delay in putting up a new building and furnishing it. 

Then there Is the item of maintenance that was scarcely touched upon. 
Those at the meeting were told that some $240,000 was already collected and 
in the fund for building the structure. According to the best figures yet re¬ 
ceived from contractors, the building will cost approximately $200,000 at the 
present time, with an additional $45,000 for heating. Nothing is left for 
equipment, nothing for maintenance. No building from a three-room cottage 
up was ever built without costing more than the original estimate. Often 
the figures for "extras” amount to 25 per cent of the original cost. It can 
readily be seen that the funds at present available are far below what will be 
required to finance the project if put through now. 

Here is the crux of the matter as this paper sees it: The saving that will 
be accomplished in a few months’ delay in letting the contract for the build¬ 
ing would without doubt pay the cost of equipment—a matter of some $40,000 
—as well as the cost of maintenance for a long tlmfe. Is such a saving worth 
while? A majority of the taxpayers will certainly say it is if given a voice In 
the matter.
